From the above statement we 
learn two distinct lessons. The 
first is that father Polycarp re- 
garded reproach as blasphemy, 
and the second is that a Chris- 
tian will not engage in 
folly. 

Ooncerning the first lesson it is 
evident that Polycarp regarded 
reproach as a form of blasphemy 
because he immediately replied, 
“How can I blaspheme my 
King?’’ This view is not foreign 
to the common usage of the word 
“reproach.’? Webster

Paul could have said with 
the Psalmist, ‘Because for thy 
sake I have

shame hath covered my face,’’ 
but he rallied from the shock 


and declared a little later, ‘I 
take pleasure in reproaches.’’ 
Ne doubt Paul felt keenly the 
effect of the reproach heaped 
upon him by those he loved, but 
he came out from under it, and 
his name still lives while the 
names of those who reproached

Isn’t that 
wonderful, when they have re- 
proached him so severely?

out of the church. I guess if 
some one or more should reproach 
you, or speak reproachfully of 
you and cast your name out 
as evil, | guess you would say, 
“Well, I won’t fellowship such 
folks, they must be turned out 
of the church.’’ But did Paul 
say this? Did Paul say he would 
not fellowship them? Did he 
say they must be turned ont of 
the church? Did he say he would 
not ‘‘lie under such abuse?’’?’ He 
said, ‘‘But we do all things,dearly 
beloved, for your edifying.” 

I wonder if there can be 
any reproaches in these days. I 
wonder if any one can have the 
privilege of seeing if he can love 
the more although the very ones 
ihe loves so much love him the 
less. It surely does not look 
like this experience related by 
Paul ought to be repeated. 
It does not look like our people 
would ever turn against their 
pastor on overseer in any church 
or state until such pastor or 
| overseer will have to rise above 
| the reproach and love his people 
ithe more while they love him 
less. Surely, surely, in these 
days of testings, days when peril- 
ous times are upon us, when we 
ought to stand the closer to- 
gether, none of these things will 
happen. It does not look rea- 
sonable that any of our people 
would give way to such a spirit 
and thereby heap reproach upon 
their benefactor—those who are 
watching for their souls. (Heb. 
13:17.) 

But for fear that something of 
this kind might be stirred up 
some time in the future,I feel like 
uttering a slight warning by say- 
ing, Too much talk on some lines 
hurts the experience of those 
thus engaged. In answering the 
question about who shall abide 
in the tabernacle or shall dwell 
‘in the Lord’s holy hill, or in 
other words, who shall keep a 
good holy experience, the Psal- 
mist says among other things,

‘He that backbiteth not with 
his tongue, nor doeth evil to 


his neighbor, nor taketh up a re- 
proach against his neighbor.” 
(Psalms 15:3.) This is as much 
as to say that those that back- 
bite and reproach another by 
so doing or in any other 
manner, will not be able to re- 
tain his Ohristian experience. 
This view is verified by Paul 
again as he continues his letter 
to his ‘*beloved’’ Corinthians. 
He says, “For 1 fear, lest when 
lL come, I shall not find you such 
as | would,” but I am afraid | 
will find among you ‘‘debates, 
envyings, wraths, strifes, back- 
bitings, whisperings, swellings, 
«xx uncleanness, and fornica- 
tion and lascirviousness.’’ The 
thought here is that heaping re- 
proach upon their spiritual father 
and adviser and overseer will 
cause them to fall into debates 
among themselves, envyings, 
wraths, strifes, backbitings, 





whisperings, swellings, tumults, 








and fall so low as to become 
guilty of uncleanness, fornica- 
tion and lasciviousness. 


And this shows that the first 
start downward was caused by 
refusing to honor their pastor or 
overseer or those who are over 
them in the Lord, but instead of 
showing the honor due they re- 
proached him. 


Whatcan be worse than to 
backbite and speak evil of dig- 
nities or take up a reproach 
against them in any manner? 
Jude calls such ‘‘Filthy dreamers 
he says they ‘‘defile the flesh, 
despise dominion, and speak 
evil of dignities.”” (Jude 8 ) 
Jude goes further and intimates 
that such people—those that 
take upa reproach on another or 
especially reproach those who are 
over them are exercising greater 
authority than Michael, and do 
not treat their superiors with 
as much respect and honor as 
Michael did the devil. 


This is certainly serious, and it 
only calls for a repetition of the 
ahove advice, ‘*Too much talk on 
some lines hurts the experience 
of those thus engaged.’? Add- 
ing to this I wish to say, wisdom 
and love are greatly needed in 
these days lest we find ourselves 
backhbiting, reproaching one 
another, talebearing, and speak- 
ing evil of dignities. 

Paul says, ‘‘Speak evil of no 
man,” but Jude shows the aw- 
fulness of speaking evil of digni- 
ties, and illustrates by saying 
that Michael the archangel 
would not even speak evil of the 
devil. And if Michael should 
not speak evil of the devil, then 
how much less should we speak 
evil of those who are over us in 
the Lord. 


Paul’s  Oorinthian church 
members were not afraid to 
speak evil of him but he loved 
them, and sought to help them 
and edify them. He loved them 
even if they did not love him. 
Pastors, overseers, can you love 
them the more when they love 
you theless? If so you are fol- 
lowing on after Paul. Ohurches, 
members, do you reproach and 
dishonor your pastors and over- 
seers by speaking evil of them 
or backbiting them? If so, then 
you are following closely after the 
members cf the Corinthian church 
when they were reproaching 
Paul and refusing to love and 
honor him. 


But I am _ persuaded better 
things of our people, and am 
only dropping these words of 
admonition because I know the 
tendency in these evil days. It 
is so easy for some people to talk, 
find fault, criticise and backbite, 
or take up a reproach upon some 
one that has been accused of 
guilt. Even if a man is guilty 
of something of which he is 
accused it is not becoming for 
me to peddle the news about the 
matter. ‘There are better things 
to occupy my mind. When a 
man gets overcome and does bad 
it would be wrong for me to give 
him a kick and send him still 
further until he would probably 
get so discouraged that he would 
never try to rise again. I must 
love him. I must help him to 
rise again. But if I take up the 
reproach and backbite him and 
keep agitating the matter 1 
will be no help to him. I only 
send him further down. 


Paul! was able to overcome the 
reproach that they heaped upon 
him, but not every one of us 
can be a Paul and master such 
things. But 1 wish to encour- 
age every one that has been re- 
proached to rise above it and 
get enough grace to love those 
that talk and spread the matter 
that has caused the reproach. 

God bless our people and keep
